Obituary 


EUGENE E, CHANDLER 
Another of the earliest settlers of 
the Wetaskiwin district passed away 
at Albany, Oregon, on Saturday morn- 
ing last, in the person of Eugene EB. 
Chandler. Had he lived until Friday 
of this week, he would have attained 
| the age of sixty-five years. He was 
born in Chester, Vermont, on October 
30th, 1886, on the original land 
grant obtained from the King of 
England by John Chandler and Com- 
pany. As a young lad he went with 
his parents to Chase County, Kansas, 
where he resided for several years. 
He learned telegraphy, and was act- 
ively engaged on the Santa Fe Rail- 
way in Kansas until 1893, when he 
came to the Wetaskiwin district. In 
1888 deceased was married to Miss 
Lydia Kolb, who predeceased him 
‘about two years ago. The late Mr. 
Chandler homesteaded near Duhamel 
and after residing on the land for 
three years, moved to Wetaskiwin, 
where he clerked in stores until 1902 
when he became farm instructor on 
the Hobbema Indian Reservation. In 
1905 he ‘accepted a position in the 
Dominion Land Office, and in 1907 
was made Assistant Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court. In 1912 he became act- 
ing District Clerk, and in 1917 was 
appointed Clerk of the District Court. 
He held these important positions un- 
till about three years ago, when he 
was obliged to retire on account of 
ill health. Shortly afterwards he re- 
moved to the coast, to be benefited 
by the lower altitude. 


Deceased had always taken a very 
keen interest in- municipal and polit- 
ical affairs. Heé was appointed the 
first overseer of Wetaskiwin, and per- 
formed these duties from 1899 to 
1902, and was @ valued member of 
the Council Board for several terms. 
He was a Police Magistrate for many 
years and his decisions were: seldom 
questioned.

‘Lake, 

“General town planning studies,” 
‘said Mr. Seymour, “involving the pre 
‘paration of maps showing vacant 
Yands, contours and street grades, 
nature of street surfaces, areas serv- 
ed with sewer and water, assessed 
land values and other matters have 
been completed for 82 municipalities 
and are in progress for 18 commun- 
‘ities. 

“Schemes or projects affecting ur- 
‘ban municipalities have been prepar- 
‘ed with the assistance of the provin- 
‘cia! town planning office and in some 
‘cases already put into effect. These 
projects include street improvements, 
development of parks, recreational 
areas, school and other grounds, sub- 
divisions and replotting schemes for 
six cities, 10 towns and 10 villages.” 

Typical zoning and building by-laws 
have been prepared by the branch 
and 44 municipalities are interested. 
Zoning bylaws are prepared or are 
under consideration in three cities 
and seven towns and including build- 
ing provisions in nine villages and 
three hamlets.

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PECULIAR BLIGHT IN WHEAT 
FIELDS CAUSE MUCH CONCERN: 
nT 
Still another enemy of the wheat 
grower has appeared in Alberta 
fields to reduce the yields and 
grades, and in some instances to 
almost completely destroy whole 
fields of ripening wheat. It is a 
pecutiar type of blight, and this 
is the firsi year, so far as can be 

learne dthat it has appeared. 

Grain suffering from blight has 
somewhat the appearance at first 
Glance of having been frosted. But 
closer examination discloses that it 
is not frost, but a blight that chang- 
es the appearance of the grain just at 
the ripening stage. Tests already 
made in some districts show that if 
the grain is cut immediately the 
blight becomes ‘apparent, a consider- 
able part of it will be saved. But if 
allowed to stand it will shrivel up, 
and become a complete loss. 


Samples of the grain thus affect- 
ed were sent to the plant patholo- 
gist of the University of Alberta, 
and his report on them states that 
this blight has been reported from 
several parts of the province.—Peace 
River Record,

Well, 
last year the cost of (building and 
maintaining highways in Canadia fell 
little short of $50,000,000, if it didn’t 
exceed that amount; and on top of 
that there was all that we had to 
spend for other forms of transporta- 
tion—our new railway construction, 
our railway deficits —Ottiawa Citizen. 


ALBERTA WILL PROBABLY 
CREATE BUTTER RECORD 


Alberta will quite probably create 
a new record in creamery butter pro- 
duction this season and quite likely 
slightly surpass the peak of 22,339,000 
pounds manufactured in 1924 accord- 
ing to Dr, C. P. Marker, dairy com- 
missioner, It will depend somewhat 
upon the fall but to date the output 
is 32 per cent ahead of last year, he 
added.

Under the federal policy of 
proving cattle quality, 234 bulls have 
been loaned to cattle clubs during 
this year.

It is a particularly differ- 
ent proposition when the _ collector 
happens to be in the United States 
and the bonds which he holds. are 
marked payable in gold. 

There are a lot of these 
Over in the United States at the 
present time, There are so many 
of them, indeed, that between now 
and the end of the fiscal year 
something like $150,000,000 of Can- 
adian borrowing (Dominion, pro- 
vincial and Canadian National) fall 
due in New York. These borrow- 
ings, or these bonds, are payable in 
gold, and it takes a lot of gold to 
make up $150,000,000. 


No purpoSe would be served by 
too much of recrimination over this 
country’s past sins in the way of 
borrowing and spending. But there 
ought to be, and there will have to 
be, some concerted national action 
along the lines of greater caution. A 
country, no matter what its resources 
can only stand so much of overhead.

Mr. Dornan declared that the gov- 
ernment was elected by the people to 
laat for the people and one of the gov- 
ernment’s most important duties was 
to present at intervals a report on 
what it had accomplished. 

“It is impossible for any govern- 
ment to reach the people by address- 
es on the public platform, but they 
can secure a wide audience through 
the press,” Mr. Dornan’ declared. 
“The government cannot expect, how- 
ever, to use the facilities offered by 
the press without charge, just ‘as it 
cannot expect to employ civil serv- 
ants without paying. This fact 
should be impressed upon the mem- 
bers of the government.” 

Mr. Dornan’s talk brought to a 
head the question of free publicity, 
and the use made of the press: by all 
manner of agencies and organiations 
with an “axe to grind.” All others 
associated with this propaganda are 
paid for their labors but the pubish- 
er is expected to contribute his work 
for nothing. 

Declaring that the Alberta govern- 
ment had made glowing promises 
from time to time in respect of pay- 
ment for publicity it desired to insert 
in weekly newspapers and had failed 
to carry them out, the Alberta divis- 
ion of the Canladian Weekly Newspa- 
pers Association Friday afternoon 
passed 2 resolution urging the gov- 
ernment to adopt a more straightfor- 
ward attitude.

GOV'T. BONUS OF 5c BUSHEL 
GIVES RISE TO MANY QUESTIONS 


. 


The findings or interpretations 
placed by the Board of Grain 
Commissioners on several points 


arising in connection with the five- 
cent bonus were assembled recently 
by the Searle Grain Co., in question 
and answer form. Many farmers are 
perhaps not as clear as they might 
wish to be as to whom the bonus is 
payable, and the following may be of 
interest: 

Where a farmer sells this year’s 
wheat to another farmer for seed or 
feed, does he get the bonus? 

Answer: Bonus only paid on wheat 
sold to licensed elevators or deliver- 


sold there. 


ed over the platform for shipment: to 
licensed grain dealers where unload- 
ed in a licensed mill or terminal and 
Wheat sold by a farmer 
to any other than a licensed elevator 
can under no circumstances receive 
the 5c Honus. 

Is a farmer entitled to a bonus on 
wheat used for feed or seed? 

Answer: No. 

_Farmer owning land put in crop in 
1931, moved away August 31st, rent- 
ing the farm to a tenant on a 1-3 crop 
basis. In view of the owner having 
put crop in and renting same before 
crop was cut, is not the owner putting 
in crop entitled to all or 1-8 of the 
wheat bonus? 

Answer. No. Renter or tenant en- 
titled to full 5c bonus on all crop. 

Suppose a tenent has contracted 
with cwner of land and the tenant 
is to deliver half of crop to tht ele- 
vator for sale and the owner of the 
land refuses to allow the tenant to 
deliver the same and with the owner 
and the tenant's grain held off the 
market during this crop, how is the 
tenent going to get his fhonus? 

Answer: The Board advise in re- 
gard to the above that it is their 
opinion that the owner of the land 
could not refuse to allow the ten- 
ant to deliver the crop, if the doc- 
uments between them are the usual 
tenant and owner agreements. 

A is owner of the land. A 
to B, A_ supplies seed, 
the twine, pays one-half 
ing and gets one-half crop at the 
machine. Does A receive the bonus 
for his share of the crop, or is B 
entitled to the bonus on the whole 
crop. 

Answer: The Board’s ruling on the 
above is—B gets the bonus on the 
entire crop, 

A sells land to B on contract, B to 


rents 
one-half 
thresh- 


deliver one-half the crop as payment | 


of land. Does B get the bonus on the 
whole crop grown? 

Answer: The Board’s ruling is— 
Yes, B gets the entire bonus. 


Land owned by estate and estate 

supplies all land, machinery, horses, 
two-thirds of the twine, two-thirds 
of the hauling cost of the grain to 
elevator, and contract with tenant 
states that two-thirds of grain must 
be delivered to estate, and does the 
estate get all the bonus or two-thirds 
of the bonus? 
Answer: The Board of Commission- 
ers’ ruling is tenant receives the bon- 
us on entire wheat raised irrespective 
of the destination of the wheat or the 
contract. The estate receives none 
of the bonus,

LABOR PARTY ORGANIZED 
IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Regina, Oct. 27.—With Ald. M. J. 
Coldwell of Regina, as president, a 
provincial labor political organization 
was formed here Sdurday and a Do- 
minion organization will be launched 
at a convention to be held in July of 
next year. A full platform was 
drawn up, including the pledge for 
public ownership of all public util- 
ities and natunal resources and na- 
tional control of banks. 


To be known as the’ Independent 
Labor Party of Saskatchewan, the 
provincial organization was created 


Saturday at a convention of repre- 
sentatives of local bodies from Re- 
gina, Saskatoon, Moose Jaw and Mel- 
ville, and active steps were taken 
immediately to organize locals in 
other urban centres in the province. 

W. F. Harrison of Saskatoon was 
elected secretary and headquarters 
will be elected temporarily in his city. 

The platform adopted is as follows: 

1. Nationalization of the banking, 
credit and financial system of the 
country together with the public 
ownership, development, operation 
and control of «all utilities and nat- 
ural resources, 

2. Establishment of a planned 
system of national economy for the 
production, distribution and exchange 
of all essential commodities. 

3. Establishment of a national 
health scheme as an initial step to- 
ward socialization of all health ser-

But alas, and only too true, there 
is a persistent type of professional 
hand picker (only a few), who will 
continue to take the joy out of life 
for these honest and true rank and 
file exhibitors, who have high qual- 
ity and a volume of seed at home on 
the farm to back up their dependable 
seed exhibits. 

On one occasion, ‘a number of years 
ago, at one of America’s leading ex- 
ibitions, a vanquished champion once 
inquired from the writer, “How many 
children have you home on the farm. 
to pick such a large sample of pretty 
seeds? I have thirteen to do my pick- 
ing, end I think the judges ‘smelt a 
rat’ when they saw your sample box 
fuller than mine.” 

After considering the rules of the 
World’s Grain Show, demanding a 
i treble, larger volume, “checked and 
double checked,” by a most scientif- 
ically conducted growing test under 
the supervision of Canada’s leading 
agricultural experts, it is most time- 
ly to again caution the “hit and 
miss” hand picking exhibitors, that 
their chances of “copping off” a top 
prize are practically nil. Trusting 
to luck and the nimble fingers of a 
lerge family will be a hopeless com- 
petitor when checked against a sys- 
tematic and exacting exhibitor who 
works hand in hand with nature.

Have 
you weighed out the sample allow- 
ing at least a 10% reserve poundage 
to work on? 

Hiave you taken reasonable care of 
the mixture content by not exposing 
the mass sample during the various 
mechanical manipulating and proces- 
sing? One must allow for at least 
one half per cent loss in moisture 
content to stand the severe exposure 
of hand picking. 

Are you satisfied that nothing more 
can be done toward smoothing the

Nature, on the covered seed 
ieties? 

Do you think there is enough extra 
volume of seed left to stand another 
screening in whatever size or shape 
one may think best to further im- 
prove the sample? 

A good check at this time has an 
all-important bearing on the weight 
per bushel. 

Bear down on the following really 
important advice. 

With the exception of polishing 
and finishing, to be described in the 
next article, and until one hias_ ex- 
hausted every other method and 
procedure possible to perfect the 
sample otherwise, never attempt the 
hand picking of a single kernel. 

It stands to reason, one is merely 
wasting time if he keeps. picking 
away unsystematically during the 
course of other manipulating and pro- 
cessing, when the mass sample is 
continually changing its appearance, 
because in the end, to get a well bal- 
anced sample, one must plan on 
methodically picking it all over amy- 
way. 

There fs only one perfect light to 
pick by and that is from a northern 
exposure, away from the direct rays 
of all sunshine, Be sure to get your 
standard of hand picking by the con- 
ception ome perceives in this perfect 
light, having eves the following pre- 
caution in mind. Any hand picking 
that is done by dull light, or after 
the sun goes down, or in any arti- 
ficilal light, sttould ihe kept separate 
until gone over again in the perfect 
light, and’ checked up to the stand- 
ard. 

There is: no color or condition of 
material better to pick over than 
clean, shiny tin or porcelain. Choos- 
ing betweem these two, one has no 
better opportunity to practice the 
precision of the most exacting judge, 
or the scrutinizing eye of the most 
critical doctor of plant disease, while 


putting the sample through the 
hand picking step. 
A good exhibitor ‘must possess 


sound knowledge and good judgment 
as well as a clear understanding of 
disease detection. 

There is nothing better than a 
clean, smooth pie plate, or a white 
flat, porcelain platter for hand pick- 
ing. 

The best pickers, to fit any hand, 
may be quickly hammered to fash- 
ion out of ordinary hay wire. Such is 
suitable for use on all kinds of 
coarse seeds, while the finer seeds 
stick well to a moistened tooth pick. 

One picks better in company with 
others. <A party of three does the 
best, the safest, and the quickest job 
Before commencing the pickers 
should hold a conference, study the 
sample, and decide what type of ir- 
regularity upon which each should 
specialize and concentrate. Always 
pick in the same order, and always 
adhere to the same arrangement of 
colored materials on which to pick. 
Pass the seeds one to the other, by 
pouring from the picking container 
of one into that of the next individ- 
ual, in the systematic step. This 
pouring stirs up the seeds thus expos- 
ing further defects if such are pres- 
ent. By systematically passing the 
seed on each individual picker may 
work over the best colored material, 
best suited to the detection of his 
specially allotted irregularity. 

The end man should be the most 
capable observer, perhaps the exhitb- 
itor himself, acting in the role of final 
inspector to sort of balance up every- 
thing. 

The seeds should pass quickly, 
methodically, and carefully, on to the 
other. The fisrt man should take the 
seeds from a sealed container, and 
the end man finally returns them to 
another. By so doing the reduction 
of the moisture content is at a mini- 
mum.

not throw them around. Make a strdy 
of the imperfect seeds before finally 
disposing of them in a safe manner. 
Weigh the pickings in proportion to 


the finished sample. By this proced- 
ure one can quite accurately tell, well 


in advance, how the volume is going 


to turn out in relation to the pickings. 

Music anda cheery mood _ work 
wonders at picking time. 

By all means avoid smoking. It con- 
taminates and is hard on the eyes. 

Final precaution: There is a dang- 
er of bearing down, and hand picking 
to an extreme, some special form of 
irregularity, in {almost \any sample 
of seed. This will throw the sample 
out of proportion no mlatter how per- 
fect the seed may be. Remember 
that there are various forms of ir- 
regularities to consider in finishing a 
“happy medium” balanced uniformly. 
Line these irregularities up like men- 
tal soldiers, giving a reasonable con- 
sideration to each one of them. Then 
the balanced mfeftal impression, 
the mind’s eye, and in the end to the 
judges to be sure.

The select- 
ed variety must be sufficiently high 
in yield and grade to be profitable 
to the grower and of a quality suit- 
able to the consumer.”

In milling and baking qualities 
it is superior to Garnet and equal to 
Marquis. This wariety is not recom- 
mended for districts where Marquis 
can be uepones upon, as will prob- 


riety was first seu some of the 
seed was contaminated wiith toose! 
smut. Recent observations seem to in. 
dicate that Reward is not more | 
ceptible to this disease than Marquis! 
or Garnet.” 

Red Bobs, introduced by Dr. Seager , 
Wheeler: selections under names of 
Red Bobs 222 and Supreme are vit 
few days earlier than Marquis and 
of good quality, but scarcely as good 
in appearance.” 

Garnet, introduced by the Domin- 
suited to 
districts “where Marquis is subject 
to frost damage in the fall. In mill- 
ing and baking qualities it is infer- 
ior to Marquis; it shatters more eas- 
ily; has a weak straw and lodges 
readily; sprouts readily in a wet har- 
vest season, and when damaged by 
wind, hail, insects, ete., it lacks the 
ability to recover from such injuries 
to the same extent as other 


recom- 
mended varieties. It is not generally 
recommended for districts where 


Marquis can be depended upon. It is 
inferior to Reward as an early var- 
jiety in practically all characteristics 
except yield.”—Albertan.

GOLD AND PROSPERITY 


Perhaps the most striking portion 
of Sir Thomas Whites’ statement is 
that by leaving the gold standard 
Great Britain places pressure upon 
France and the United States to part 
with some of their gold reserves for 
the stimulation of British and cther 
foreign trade. “If the United States 
and France,” says the former finance 
minister, “are to compete with Great 
Britain in foreign markets they will 
have to distribute a considerable part 
of their gold in giving credits abroad 
or cut down wages and their stand- 
ards of living until they are on a par- 
ity in this respect with Britain.” 

The fact is that the present eco- 
nomic depression throughout’ the 
world has been caused largely by the 
automatic storing up of two-thirds to 
three-quarters of the available gold 
supply in the two great republics. 
The impasse will not be broken until 
they begin to release some of that 
supply or to use it in financing world 
business. Regarded from this stand- 
point, the action of the British gov- 
ernment in. abandoning the gold 
standard constitutes a definite step 
in the direction of renewed. prosper- 
ity—Toronto Mail and Empire.
